south of here, has given the world an amazing, almost weird, 
story of a relationship superplatonic, of a friendship, because of 
its nature, was more than idyllic.

Taylor, for 41 years the "wife" of 
the strange man-woman who

here last Friday, and who swears 
that she never knew her "husband" 
to be other than the man "he" held 
himself out to be.

preliminary address, who declared

tionality of congressional acts. 


Remedy Is Obelience. 


While favoring a requirement for 


greater unanimity on the part of 
supreme court judges in 
holding 


unconstitutional, acts of 
congress 


afecting policies. Senator 
Lenroot 


declared that "as to matters affect- 
ing fundamental rights of the cit- 
izen, rights that- are based 
upon 


principles that cannot change with 
time or circumstance, because they 
are the fundation stones of civiliz- 
ation itself, there should be no re- 
laxation of the difficulty of amend- 
ment." 


"The remedy for such ills as _can 


be remedied," he said, "is by obed- 
ience to the constitution, securing 
amendments when amendments are 
necessary, by the appointment of 
judges of our courts, who are not 
only able lawyers but men of hu- 
man-sympathies and outlook, living 
neither in the last century nor the 
next, but 
keenly 
alive 
to 
the 


thought and aspirations of the peo- 
ple, and who will apply the consti- 
tution to the 
twentieth 
century 


problems 
with twentieth 
century 


minds. 


"The constitution has not outliv- 


ed its usefulness. 
Its protecting 


care was never more needed than 
today.

More than 2,500 homeless ; 


persons are facing the task of 
reconstruction. 
Latest esti- 


mates place the monetary loss 
at between $7,000,000 and $8,- 
000,000. More than 600 houses 
have been destroyed and up- 
wards of 40 persons were in- 
jured. There are unconfirmed 
reports of others killed. 


Forty five square blocks of 


Berkeley's most b e a u t i f u l 
homes from the University 
campus up to the Hill slopes, 
north and east, have.been de-r 
vastated.

be deprived of life, liberty or prop- 
erty. 


"These are some of the rights 


guaranteed by the constitutio that 
it is proposed that congress be giv- 
en power by a two-thirds vot# to 
destroy. These rights are so fun- 
damental, so eternally just, that no 
citizen should be deprived of any 
one oj: them even though p.very man 
in congress should favor it. 


"We have at times great waves 


of sentiment passing through the 
country and a public 
opinion is 


sometimes formed that is founded 
upon false impressions becatise of 
unrust and discontent growing out 
of economic conditions or because 
of racial or 
religious 
prejudice. 


Given time, public opinion will al- 
wads be founded upon justice and 
right but what tragedies may come, 
what distress may occur, if dur- 
ing such times minorities shall have 
no rights that cannot be destroyed 
by the passion of the moment. 


Gives Examples. 


"Supposing that some wave 
of 


religious prejudice 
should sweep 


the country, and congress should 
pass some law prohibiting the exer- 
cise of some religion. 
What pro- 


tection would citizens o£ that faitli 
have under this proposal? 
They 


are fully protected now by the con- 
stitution for even 
though 
every 


man in congress should be for such 
legislation, it would be declared in- 
vaiid and of no effect by the courts. 
"It is astonishing that this pro- 


position should 
come 
from 
the 


source it does. 
It emanates from 


those who declare 
that 
human 


rights are being destroyed by the 
courts. They also declare that con- 
gress is worse than 
the 
courts; 


that congress is utterly reactionary 
and that members of both houses 
with few exceptions, are controlled 
by Wall street and predatory inter- 
ests of the country. 


"Their proposition is: 'We have 


no confidence in congress—it does 
not represent the people, but only 
special interests, yet we ropose to 
amend the constitution 
so as to 


provide that whatever such a re- 
actionary congress may do, if sup- 


: ported by a vote of two-thirds of 


I its membership, shall be the law 


of the land, 
notwithstanding the 


provisions of the constitution of the 
United Spates.' 


"They say that they are willing 


that the rights of religious free- 
dom,

jury, and all of the other ,rights

constitution 


shall be olnced in the hands of a 
Wail s'treet congress, with the pow- 
er to destroy them by a two-thirds 
vote. While I have a higher regard

ESTABLISH JUSTICE: Knowledge is the guiding star to intelligent 


human achievement. Justice depends upon intelligent conception of our 
relation, to each other and our dependence upon each other. Justice would 
give credit to those factors which add to opportunity and -enlarge the scope 
of human achievement. The railroads -by affording a channel for the free 
flow of commerce and also an easy mode of travel and personal contact be- 
tween individuals widely separated, should, if justice is established, find a 
place of high esteem in thfi minds of those who receive the benefit of their 
service.

PROVIDE FOR THE COMMON DEFENSE: The United States has 


resources of marvelous extent but to marshal! these in time of need for 
defensive purposes requires transportation. 
We have the most perfect and 


extensive transportation system in the world. This contributed immeas- 
urably to our success in the last war and is an invaluable asset to the nation. 


PROMOTE THE GENERAL WELFARE: The general welfare means 


the-welfare of us all taken collectively ami the promotion of our welfare is 
related to our power of production which leads to prosperity. There is no 
limit to the general welfare except the limit of our power of production. 
The railroads have been the principal instrumentality by which man's mar- 
-'kets have been expanded and his production thereby' stimulated. 
They 


have contributed immeasurably to the general welfare. 


SECURE THE-BLESSTNGS OF LIBERTY TO OURSELVES AND 


POSTERITY: The blessings of liberty are secure only when citizens of a 
great nation cooperate together toward a higher ideal of individual useful- 
ness and service to each other. Blocs, classes or struggles between one 
faction and another are out of place in.our civilization. If a people who are 
blessed as we are cannot intelligently cooperate with one another, where 
else on earth should we expect to'find such a people. America, the just 
Nation, should be our constant theme—allegiance to oar constitution, the 
watchword of our life.

How The Public Is Gouged By The Coal Monoply In 
s 


An Editorial by Robert M. La Follette in La Follette's Magazine for September 


F 


ROM the dawn of civilization, 
fuel has been one of the prime 
necessities of 
life. 
Without 


fuel, a majority of the American 
people would freeze to death and ev- 
ery factory in the land would be 
forced to close down. 


A lawless, arrogant and greedy 


monopoly today controls the 
fuel 


supply of the American people. The 
generous gift of nature which en- 
dowed the United States with abun- 
dant coal deposits has been wr6ng- 
f.iily appropriated by the few and 
made the basis for the exploitation 
of the many. If Ihis wicked monop- 
oly exercises in future the full pow- 
er which its friends in the state and 
federal Governments have permitted 
it to usurp, it might double or treble 
its taxation of the people without 
violating a. single statute or moral 
principle which it has not flouted in 
the past. 


In the present chapter of the his- 


tory of Monopoly in the United 
States, it will be shown exactly how 
this great power has been buikled 
and how it has functioned for more 
than a generation in the anthracite 
coal industry. The story of monop- 
oly in the bituminous coal industry 
will be told in a succeeding chapter. 


A few basic facts are essential to 


an understanding of the fundament- 
al aspects of the anthracite coal mon- 
opoly. First, it must be understood 
that the anthracite coal fields are lo- 
calized in the state of Pennsylvania. 
Five counties in the northeastern 
section of that state produce more 
than 95 per cent of the total output 
of this country, from a total mining 
area of less than 500 square miles. 
Pennsylvania thus supplies practical- 
ly all the anthracite coal consumed 
in the United States, the meager pro- 
duction of foreign lands never hav- 
ing competed in the American mar- 
ket. 


These five counties, moreover, con- 


tain practically all the known an- 
thracite deposits available in the 
United States. Estimates vary as to 
the amount of unmined anthracite 
remaining in the ground, but it is 
predicted that the supply will meet 
domestic needs for something more 
then 100 years t<> come. 


The unusual lr>ca!ization of the in- 


rhi.siry naturally lent itself admira- 
bly to the evil purposes of those 
great interests which have succeed- 
ed in building up a monopoly on an- 
thracite. 


The one outstanding fact in the 


monopoly of anthracite has been the 
control of the industry by seven rail- 
road corporations which, in turn, are 
controlled by New York banking 
houses, dominated by J. P. Morgan 
and Company and the National City 
Bank. The seven railroads which 
control the anthracite industry are 
the following: 
' 


(1) THE READING COMPANY, 


which (prior to its recent "dissolu- 
tion") has controlled roughly one- 
third of all anthracite reaching the 
market, and owned or controlled 
more than one-half of thr unmined 
coal; (2) the DELAWARE, LACK- 
A WANNA AND WESTERN inter- 
ests; (?,) the. LEHIGH VALLEY 
interests; (4) the ERIE 
interests; 


(5) the DELAWARE AND HUD- 
SON; 
(6) the 
PENNSYLVANIA 


Railroad; and (7) the NEW YORK, 
ONTARIO AND WESTERN. 


It has been established beyond 


dispute that for a long period of time 
these seven railroads have marketed 
considerably over 80 per cent of the 
total quantity of anthracite trans- 
ported. 
It has been shown, more- 


over, that through ownership and 
leases of coal lands, these railroads 
have controlled over 90. 'per cent of 
the anthracite coal remaining un- 
mined in the ground. 


The anthracite industz-y is now ap- 


proximately 100 years old. In 1S20 
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the production of anthracite coal was 
only 365 tons. 
Since then, produc- 


tion has grown to between 75 and 
100 million tons per year. 


The history of the industry di- 


vides itself into four pei-iods. Down 
until 1934,—the first period,—the 
coal fields were in the hands of in- 
dividuals who operated on a small 
scale and transported their coal to 
market by means of canals and nav- 
igable rivers.. The second period, 
from 1834 to 1873, witnessed the 
rapid development of the railroads. 
It was in this period that the rail- 
roads became the chief medium of 
transportation of coal, and in this 
period also that the great financial 
interests in control of the railroads 
began to purchase vast areas of the 
coal lands in violation of the law of 
the land. In 1873, the first "pool" 
was formed between the competing 
railroad interests, in order to limit 
production, "squeeze" the independ- 
ents, and increase prices for the con- 
sumer, and these activities were car- 
vied forward until 1898. 
In that 


year, an effective combination of the 
railroad interests was attained, and 
from 1898 to date these 
interests 


have been reaping the benefit of 
their monopoly. 


It took the genius of J. P. Mor- 


gan, the elder, to build up the an- 
thracite coal monopoly. His hand 
first appears in the industry in 1884. 
In that year, according to a report 
made by a House committee in 18S7, 
J. P. Morgan called a meeting of the 
heads., of the. anthracite carrying 
roads in his New York home and 
urged the "necessity for concerted 
action". 


The Philadelphia and Reading rail- 


road had failed, through its prodigal 


investments in coal lands, and a reor- 
ganization of this property with its mil- 
lions of watered stock was sought. Mr. 
Morgan proposed an agreement to "sta- 
bilize" the industry which -was finally 
adopted at a meeting of the presidents of 
the railroad coal companies, April 5, 
1886. 


The Morgan agreement, which was 


put into effect with various modifica- 
tions from year to year, provided that 
the railroads should limit the volume of 
coal each should carry, thus artificially 
limiting the supply on the market, and 
making it impossible for independent op- 
erators to obtain sufficient cars to get 
their product to market. 


Enough liberty of action remained in 


the trade, however, so that there was 
some competition in the production, 
transportation and sale of anthracite 
and the public enjoyed fairly reasonable 
coal prices clown to 1898. 


In 1898 the time appeared ripe for 


"putting the screws" on. the independ- 
ents and on the public. War broke out 
in that year, and the lime honored pol- 
icy of the monopolists in every field of 
American industry has been to take ad- 
vantage of the country when it is en- 
gaged in war. 


Thc anthracite. monopolists adopted 


three methods of arriving at their goal: 
(1) railroad consolidation, under which 
the largest roads tapping the coal fields 
bought out the smaller ones; (2) the de- 
velopment of an iron-clad agreement 
among thc railroad coal companies for 
fixing coal prices at wholesale; (3) the 
elimination of independent operators 
through purchase and denial of transpor- 
tation facilities. 


President George F. Baer of the Read- 


ing railroad describes how J. P. Morgan 
helped him to purchase .the New Jersey 
Central and thus to eliminate the possi- 
bility of effective competition from that 
source. 
President Baer was the rail- 


road official who first won national fame 
by declaring on the witness stand before 
an investigating committee at Washing- 
ton- that the railroads held the coal re- 
sources of the nation "BY DIVINE 
RIGHT". 
In his testimony, President 


Baer said: 


"In December. 1900, I happened 


to be in New York and I was told 
that the gentlemen who controlled 
the New Jersey Central were tired 
of it and that the stock was for 
sale. This information was a great 
surprise to me and I at once went 
to. Mr. Morgan who was a voting 
trustee of the Reading Company 
and told him that the situation was 
most alarming: that it would be the 
ruin of the Reading property if an 
antagonistic company got control of 
the Jersey Central. 
He toid 


me to keep my own counsel and look 
up the whole subject and see what 
could be done. 
__ When I got 


home, one night in Reading there 
was a call at the telephone and I 
went to the phone and Mr. Morgan 
was tfore, telling me to come to 
New York, that I must come nt'oncc 
about that Jersey Central business." 
President Baer than, recited how he 


chatted with Mr. Morgan, and how, aft- 
,er "dickering for about five minutes'^

the Jersey Central, with its thousands of 
acres of coal lands, became the property 
of the Morgan road, the Philadelphia 
and Reading. 


When the Pennsylvania Coal 
Com- 


pany, the strongest of the independents, 
undertook in 1911 to free itself from the 
domination of the Morgan railroads by 
building a road of its own, Mr. Morgan 
promptly stepped in and BOUGHT OUT 
,the Pennsylvania Coal Company. This 
property, along with several other inde- 
pendent coal companies, was turned ov- 
er to the Erie Railroad for $32,000,000. 
The banking firm of J. P. Morgan and 
Company exacted a neat "commission" 
of !?5,000,000 for executing this deal, and 
the American people have since been 
paying revenues 
sufficient 
to net a 


handsome profit on this amount of "cap- 
ital" invested in the Erie property. 


From 1898 to date, the railroad coal 


companies have purchased one after an- 
other of the independent coal properties. 
Large sums were paid in order to re- 
move all effective competition from the 
industry and in nearly every instance 
J. P. Morgan and Company exacted its 
"commission" and new securities were 
issued to the public, further inflating the 
water-logged capitalization of the -rail- 
road and coal companies. How the in- 
dependents have been eliminated by the 
combination is shown by the report of 
the U. S. Coal Commission, July 5, 1923: 


"In 1895 the independents 
pro- 


duced 5 per cent of the tonnage; in 
1900, 38 per cent; in 1905, 25 per 
cent; in 1921, even after the disso- 
lution of the Temple Iron Co., 24 per 
cent: and, indeed, if the Susquehan- 
na Collieries Company be included 
with the railroad group, the propor- 
tion contributed by the independents 
in 1921 would be only 19 per cent." 
One of the most powerful weapons of 


the railroads in eliminating independent 
operators has been the use of prohibitive 
freight rates. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission 


a decade ago found that the anthracite 
carrying roads were charging freight 
rates two times, and in some instances, 
three times the actual cost of carrying 
the coal and returning the empty freight 
cars. The Pennsylvania State Railroad 
Commission in January, 1914, found that 
freight charges from the coal fields to 
Philadelphia represented three times the 
cost of the service rendered. 


The railroads have used this method 


to drive their independent competitors 
out of business and to beat down the 
wages of labor. 
They have operated 


their coal companies at a book loss, sim- 
ply pocketing the profits through their 
railroad companies in the form of freight 
rates and through separately incorpor- 
ated "selling agencies" which have been 
a third source of profit. When labor has 
sought an increase in wages, the coal 
producing companies have pointed to 
their meager showing for the year and 
established their inability to pay higher 
wages. Meanwhile, competing independ- 
ents, unable to meet the extortionate 
freight rates and without railroad com- 
panies to under-write their losses, have 
been forced to sell out or go into bank- 
ruptcy. 


.No one will deny that since 18S8 the 


railroad coal companies have established 
a practically complete control of whole- 
sale prices on anthracite. They have 
"stabilized" prices over the years, and 


arbitrarily increased the price to the re- 
tailer without regard to production costs 
or the law of supply and demand. They 
have artificially 
limited production by 


suspending 
operations 
whenever 
the 


supply available for the market threat- 
ened to bring the cost of anthracite to 
the consumer down to reasonable levels. 


The railroad interests dominated by 


Morgan and Company and its banking 
associates have thus established a triple 
headed monopoly which has (1) 
con- 


trolled production; (2) controlled trans- 
portation; and (3) controlled the price 
of anthracite when sold at wholesale, 


That this illegal power over one of the 


chief necessities of life has been profit- 
able goes without saying. 


The United States Coal Commission, 


in its report on July 5, 1923, shows that 
"in ten years both the retail and the 
wholesale prices of stove coal have prac- 
tically doubled" and that "while the 
wholesale price of metals, for instance, 
reached its peak in 1917, of chemicals in 
1918, 
of-.farm products in 1919, and of 


other commodities in 1920—all with sub- 
sequent declines, usually large—THE 
PRICE OF ANTHRACITE HAS 
CON- 


TINUED STEADILY UPWARD." (p. 
3, U. S. Coal Commission Report). 


During the war, the report shows that 


the anthracite monopoly reaped a gold- 
en harvest. "The average margin in the 
four years before the United States en- 
tered the war," the Commission reports, 
"was 36 cents" on every ton of coal pro- 
duced for market by the monopoly. In 
1917, the margin leaped to 63 cents. In 
1918 it slumped to 38 cents, but in 1919 
it was 57 cents, in 1920 it was 50 cents, 
and in 1921 it was 81 cents. Since the 
suspension of 1922, the margin per ton 
during the first quarter of 1923 reached 
$1.07 per ton, or more than THREE 
TIMES the pre-war figure. 


It must be remembered that these fig- 


ures are based on the reports of the rail- 
road coal companies, and do not reveal 
the hidden profits which the system of 
monopoly control conceals from the pub- 
lic. 


"The 
opportunities for inflating fig- 


ures of costs are so numerous," the Com- 
mission reports, "and the questions as to 
how investment shall be reckoned are 
so unsettled that without

The Commission confirms the charge 


that a monopoly exists in the industry 
in another, passage: 


"From the consumer's point of 


view, the retailer in his purchase of 
'company' coal might about as well 
b2 dealing with a single corporation 
charging a single price, since differ- 
entials are less than 5 per cent, 
among circular prices of the railroad 
companies." 
The Commission shows graphically 


where the consumer's dollar goes. 
In 


Chicago, in November, 1922, anthracite 
coal sold at retail for S16.72 per 
ton. 


"The 
consumer's dollar/' the Commis- 


sion states, "paid for only 120 pounds 
of coal and included 49 cents as mine 
price, 30 cents as freight, and 21 cents 
as dealers'costs arid profits." 


In other _.words,', the', railroads : have 


been pocketing nearly one-third of .every 


dollar paid by the consumer for coal in 
the Middle West and West; in the form 
of freight rates and as the report shows, 
the anthracite carrying roads have tak- 
en'corresponding toll in other sections, 
allowing for a shorter haul. 


"As so large a part of the anthracite 


consumer's dollar goes as freight charg- 
es," the Commission reports, "a material 
reduction in the price of coal might come 
through a reduction of freight rates." 


The total amount of the huge profits 


exacted by the Anthracite Trust will 
probably never be revealed. 
The rail- 


road companies which have controlled 
the production of coal piled up a capital- 
ization during the manipulations of-Mor- 
gan and his aides upon which the peo- 
ple have continued to pay large profits 
until the present day. 


It has been shown that the Reading 


railroad, chief of the anthracite roads, 
after it had5 been "financed" by Morgan, 
had a total capitalization for its railroad 
and coal properties of $382,000,000, of 
which $121,000,000 represented no in- 
vested capital whatsoever. An interest 
charge of 4y2 per cent on this one item 
alone for a period of ten years aggre- 
gates $54,000,000, representing a tithe 
of the sum which has been wrung from 
the American people in excessive coal 
prices and railroad rates, to pay divi- 
dends to those who control the Trust. 


What has the people's Government 


done to protect the public from ex- 
ploitation at the hands of this monopoly? 


That this great power over the lives 


of the people has been built up in defi- 
ance of law will not bs gainsaid. 
The 


wise statesmen of another generation 
knew that no private interests could 
safely be invested with the monopoly 
power now in the hands of the railroads 
and the banks which control the anthra- 
cite industry. 


The Constitution of the State of Penn- 


sylvania, which went into effect Janu- 
ary 1, 1874, contained a provision plain- 
ly prohibiting the joint ownership of rail- 
road and coal property as follows: 


"No incorporated company doing 


the business of a common carrier 
shall, directly or indirectly, prose- 
cute or engage, in mining or manu- 
facturing articles for transportation 
over its works; nor shall such com- 
pany, directly or indirectly, engage 
in any other business than that of 
common carrier, or hold or acquire 
lands, freehold or leasehold, directly 
or indirectly, except such as shall be 
necessary for carrying on its busi- 
ness." 
The railroad corporations of Pennsyl- 


vania boldly flouted the constitution ' of 
the state. Legislatures were corrupted 
and special charters were wrung from 


. the representatives of the people.' 


The Sherman Anti-Trust law, with its 


specific prohibitions . against just such 
activities, did not prevent the railroad 
corporations from stifling competition, 
restraining trade/ and building their 
monopoly to its present proportions. 


Congress« passed 
the 
"commodity 


clause" of the Hepburn Act in 1906, 
spurred/into action by the public, then 
beginning to feel the burdens of the an- 
thracite monopoly. 
This Act provided 


that no railroad ishould engage in the 
production of coal; or other commodities 
transported over: its linee. The railroads
